and ſuppreſs Sediriow Conventicles, &c. By which the Miniſters Penal- 
ty for Preaching, was 20 /. for the firſt Offence ;, which ſaid Fine the Juſtices 
have power to lay onthe Hearers, upon condition that the Miniſters Name 
and Hahi.ation is to them unknown, &c. By reaſon of which Clauſe grear 
and many were the Sufferings of the Hearers amongſt the People called Qua- 
kers ; for alchongh ſome of our Miniſters are willing to bear their own 
Burthen, andto ſtand wich us in a like ſuffering Capacity, and as ready to 
ſuffer as to exhort to Sufferings : yet other Miniſters of G. F's Over-ruling 
Party look upon themſelves not obliged to tell their N2mes and Habitations 
unleſs demanded by a Magiſtrate ; and by virtue of this their Opinion and 
PraCtice, 1 ſay, great have been the Sufferings of the Auditors ; for beſides 
theſe Fines which come thus upon them through our Miniſters concealing 
their Names an4 Habitations, they commonly bear the Fines for their own 
Offences againſt the ſaid Statuce, and the Offences for the Meeting- Houſes, 
and the F:nes for their poor Neighbours ; inſomuch as that in the Loſs of 
13550 and odd pounds, which I have collected ont of five Printed Books 
preſented to King and Parliament ; of which the Miniſters that were Stran= 
gers never loſt 5o /. and if I ſhould add what hath been deſtrained beſides 
what is in thoſe five Books, which I preſume is a far greater Summe ; ſtill 
the Miniſters of this Self-ſaving and other-oppreſſing Principles. ſuffer lic- 
tle in conſideration of what the Hearers ſuffer ; inſomuch that ſome of the 
Hearers have been ſo impoveriſhed, through their Fixes impoſed for their 
Miniſters through their hiding their Names, under pretence that it- is not 
demanded by a Magiſtrate, as that they have been neceſſitated to borrow 


mony to relieve themſelves,which to this day they have not been able to re- 


pay ;. while S. Cater, though a Rich Man, hath been ſupplyed with ten 
pounds ata time from London ( and if he denies it, I offer to prove it ) 
for a Fine which he ſuffered for Preaching at Phakenham in Norfolk, and 
diſtrained at Liteleport, but through the moderation of the Officers tis be- 
lieved that he did not looſe 5 /. as I have often ſignified to him, &c. 

Bur ſo it fell out, that in November 1675 he happened to have a Meeting 
at Laken-heath in Suffolk, where the High Con#table and ſeveral others came 
and demanded the Name of the Preacher ; but he was fo buſie that he had 
no leiſure totell them his Name and Habitation ; ſo one of them asked a 
Woman Friend, whoſe Anſwer was, that &x Name was written in the 
Lambs Book of Life, where he conld not read : (tis to be noted, he was one 
of our Miniſters that obtained that belief in this well-meaning Woman ) 
ſo then they asked NV.

Prov. 18.19. He that anſwereth a Matter (much more he thatJudgeth a Mat- 
ter) before he heareth it, 55 folly and ſhame unto him, 

HMalac. 2. 29. And as the Prophet of old : and W. Per of late 
Try. W. Penn and hath given Teſtimony, That there is nothing more 
W. Mead, p. 48. unreaſonable than that which is partial, or to deal 
partially in the Law Wherefore let me reaſon 

with you about this Criminal Queſtion What ſhall I ſay ! Let us ſcarch 
the five Books of Moſes, yea, the whole Scriptures, and ſee, if when any 1/- 
raelite of old made any Complaint of any Matter or Thing wherein they 
apprehended themſelves wronged, if they were thus dealc withal, as I have 
been : No, no, But they were rather heard tothe full, and judiciouſly re- 
lieved according to theſe Scriptures, Viz.

So that it you will not ſo 
ſtand in a like ſuffering Capacity, it will be in vain for you, for time to 
come, to tell us of Damels opening his Caſement, when you reſolve to keep 
yours ſo cloſe ſhut, that never a cunning Informer or Juſtice of 
Peace can peep in at the leaſt Crevis, ſoas to geta Diſtreſs on your Goods 
and Chattles for 2 Fine of 207.

=— aS it hath been our Care and Practice from the Beginning,

*publick Aſſemblies, becauſe of Times of Sufferings, as WORLDLY, 
*FEARFUL, and POLITICK Profeilors have done, becauſe of Informers 
*and the like Perſecutors ; for ſuch Practices are not conſiſtent with the No- 
' bility of the Truth, and THEREFORE not to be OWNED in the 
*Churches of Chriſt.

No, by no means, unleſs their Fine did terminate in them, (or 
indemnifie who ſuffer for them, if able ) ſeeing their Frnes where they are 
Strangers, and keep themſelves unknown, may by Law, be transferred to 
the Auditors ; it is not equal they ſhould have their Liberty herein, ex- 
cept they were willing to bear ſuch harmleſs that ſuffer for them, through 
ſach their concealing their Name and Habitation ; for at that rate, hay- 
ing once obtained that Liberty, they may, os may not ſuffer for their 
Teſtimonies, how much ſoever others ſuffer for them. 

Obje&#, II. But ſome may ſay, The Informers will not ask, the 1 
niſters Name and Habitation : what reaſon is there then for their tellin 
the ſame ? ſince it is an Old Maxim, and common Engliſh Right, Tha; 
no man is obliged to accuſe himſelf, &c. 

Anſw. Still the ſame reaſon that there would be,if the Informers did ask* 
which is, that he may thereby ſet himſelf in a like ſuffering Capacity with 
his Brethren, ſecing his Fine centers not in him, as I have ſaid. Indeed if 
the Law by which we ſuffer, did fay,*Thar if when the Informers have asked 
© the Miniſter his Name and Habitation, then if the Miniſter refuſe to tell ir 
© him, it ſhall and may be lawful for the 7ſtice to impoſe the Fine of 
© 20/1, onthe Hearers preſent , then I grant there would be good reaſon 
for this Objeftion ; for then there would be no Forfeit until the Informer: 
had performed their part of asking, and the Miniſter his part of denyal. 
But behold the Law = yarn no ſuch thing ; wherefore the Informer: may 
chooſe whether they will ask, or not ask ; moreover it is greatly againſt the 
Intereſt of the Informers to ask this Queſtion ; for if the Informers ask, and 
the Miniſter tell it him, then Proviſion is made in the A, that a Warran: 
may be ſent afcer him, Viz. the Miniſter ; and he being at a great diſtance, 
and by reaſon of the Officers Moderation, and other Accidents, there may 
be Delays z infomuch that he may looſe great part of his Reward ; wherc- 
as if the Miniſter doth not tell his Name and Habitation,then If there bc but 
one able man in the eering, the Fine js obtainable of him : and beſides; 
if the Miniſter tells his Name and Habitation, if he be poor, there cal 

be but 104. Jaid on any one Perſon, by reaſon of a Clauſe inthe 4%; 
which limits the Caſe of Poverty to 101. So that if there be but ONELY 


ONE 


ONE able' man inthe Meeting, the Informer muſt looſe half his Wages, by 
asking this Queſtiou : ſo thar if the Miniſters neglect telling their Name 
and Habitation until the Informers ask, they may ſtay long enough, and 
keep themſelves ſafe enough. 

Objettion II, But ſome ſay, It & commonly reported, that thou toldſt 
the Informers S. C's Name, how then ſhould he look upon himſelf obl:- 
ged to tell bis Name and Habitation ? 

Anſwer. The Report is as falſe as common, for Inevertold the Infor-

And beſides, the knows 
ledge of his Habitation, which is equally requiſice in order to Convit him, 
was not ſpoke of; ſo that the knowledge = one without the other, is 
inſignificant ; for the utmoſt that the ſnformers could ſwear, was, that 
F. B. told the Conſtable ſo : which evidence is as much as nothin g. Tieſe, 
and ſeveral other Obje#ions I anſwered, and opened my Caſe in divers 
other Particulars, and fent them to London to W. P.: againſt the Yearly- 
Meeting, 1677. And there demanded an Elettion of men chozen to arbi- 
trate the ſaid re ; which with much ado 1 obtained.

So that if I had been ſilenced, it would: kaye been great ad- 
vantage tome; for my place was not ſuch a profitable Place as Samnet 
made his Preaching to b2; ſo that it was time for him to hold his peace, 
and to let me alone, ſince 'wwas come to that, that if TI was put by from 
ſerving in my laborious Work of Riding every Month 14 0or 18 miles to 
write gratis, that then he the ſaid Samuel mult be put by his fat and lovely 
Place of Preaching, which had raiſed him from ſuch a low degree, as ſcarce 
able to pay his Debts when he went r9 Days-Works, with his Ar, Saw, 
Chifſel. and Mallit ;, but now 1s worth many hundreds of pounds : let ever 
a poor man in L:erle-Port ( the Place of his Abode ) that had nothing by 
Inheritance, ſhew the like Advance if they can, yea, their Parsſh- Preacher 
himſelf, &c, and yet poor S. C. he could nor, like a Prieſt, haye power to 
chooſe a Clark ; which by the Cannons and Conititurimmms of the Church of 
England is their Right. ( to wit, the Priejts) And truly R.S. was very 
bold to propoſe to Silence _S.

By this time, through the Perſwaſion of R.S. E.Z, and F. A. I got 
alittle leave to begin my Matter, but they would not hear me out, nor yet 
give me a Copy of their Award ; and yet complained of me becauſe I would 
not ſtand to it, though I did not know how they had bottomed their Award, 
nor what I ſhould ſtand to. But that, and the burning my Papers without 
looking into them, did ſhew that they were minded to over-rule me, and 
fore-judge me. So hear what they gave me leave to ſay,

Firſt, 1 ſuffered more than three years Impriſonment at Ely and Wiſe 
bech togcther, ani] ſom-times in very great hardſhip, both for waat of a 
Fire in the Winter Seaſon, and alſo in bad Rooms ; and ſince 1 was at Li- 
berty from Bonds, I have ſuffered diſtreſs for three ten pound Fixes, for the 
Non-ability of G. T. when 1 dwelt at Ely, and a liſtreſs of a 101. Fine for 
the Non-ability of F.W. of AM:ldenhall Comber ; and a Fine of 20.1. for 
W. B. having a Meeting at my Houſe, beſides ſeven other Fines for my own 
Offences againlit the Cenverticle- Act : for which I made no Complaint, but 
with patience did both bear and ſuffer the loſs of about 1co /. which if I 
had loved Money ſo as thou ſuggeſts, I had an opportunity to have pre- 
vented the ſame, and all this, bzfides the Frae for S.C. Likewiſe I laid 
my own buſineſs aſide, and faithfully ſerved our Monthly and Quarterly 
Meeting many years, In writing for them freely, and not for Sallary [ 2s 
E., H. M. K. and divers others did and do ] untill I ſaw that the {crvice 
of thoſe M-etings was tranſlated into Ceremonies, and ſerving cach other 
in love, into Uniformity and Conformity, to certain Ceremonics : which 
had no foundation in Scripture | and then of my own accord [ laid it down 
as I have ſignified in your Monthly Book ] and my Houſe was a Houſe of 
Entertainment for Miniſtring Friends and their Attendants for many years 
All this ſhews not the truth of thy Snggeſtion, but the contrary, as I have 
a witneſs in the Conſciences of my bittereſt Encmies, G&c, 

Likewiſe when I was nomin2te-! >y our Quarteriy Miceting to gn to Lone 
don about our Suſfcrings, I went at my own Charge, and rook my 1: there; 
And when I went to Yearly Meeti2gs I did the fame - And for all Collections 
for 
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for many years in our Meeting, I was nig" a fourth part, and often more, 
by reaſon many Friends here were then very poor : Neither have I ſpared 
any pains to prevent ſuffering to come upon Friends; although, perhaps, I 
have been deſtrained my ſelf ; yet my care hath been for them, inſomuch 
as all the Friends in our Town, beſides my ſelf, have not ſuffered the loſs of 
Ten pounds over and beſides that which I have cicher lent them, and never 
had it again, or given them, &c. And to ſuch Friends in the Miniſtry,as1 
have been ſenſible have ſtood in need, I have not only given them Money, 
but Clothed them wich the beſt my Shop afforded. 

And when we in this Town found ir convenient to build a Mecting- 
Houſe, we ſet to it heartily, which coſt us about 75 or $0 {. of which 1 
gave 201. at the building thereof, beſides ſomething it hath coſt me 
thereupon ſince, not only in Repairs, but being or.ce fined as a Cottage, [ 

- defended it from Damage ; which was not without Coſt to me ; w{:ic'1 be- 
ing colle&ted and put into the Numeration-Table, will ſhew. A fellow 
Traveller in the like Sufferings and Services, that ſomething hath heen in 
my eye beſides the Love of Money, in the ſence of the Apoſtle in that 
place, cited by thee, and miſapplied too. And to them do I refer the 
ſence of theſe things, and nor to ſuch as know not what theſe things 
mean, &c.

So the next Mowthly-Heeting at Swtton, and Quarterly Meeting 
at Hadenham, R. S. who worded the {aid Record, and divers other

But perhaps he may ſay, he hath heard G.S. fay fo, and they 
ſpeak all one thing, cannot do otherwiſe. And G.S. being furniſht ( 
they ſay they are ) both with Dsſcerning and Fudgment upon all Occaſion, 
he thereupon might ſafely wrice, print, and expoſe me both Frazau!er, 
Over-reaching, and what not, that might help their holy Caſe, for they a 
for Hoely Church, &c. Well, but I have this Letter of T. R. by me ſtill 
( which as able a Lawyer as himſelf gave me ) neither am 1 yc!

our own Principles of Suffering, as in the Caſe of Perjury, on Conditioi

For altho G. F. gave advice to Oliver and the Parliament formerly, to 
do things freely, &c, -yet E. H. who was late Recorder tothe Secend-days 
Meeting, had gol. per annum for his Sallary and Service to the ſame, as I 
am credibly informed; though it may be I do not ſtate it as to words 
rightly, but they will not deny it ; beſides other good Gifcs for writing 
Certificates. Nay, G. #. and he wrote a Primmer to teach Children, 
much of i: Scripture, the Second Edition thereof contains but, I think, about 
4 or 6 Sheets; and forthis E. H.. took 301. for the Manuſcript. Theſe 
are the Free-doers ; yea, ſays G. F. in his ſeveral Papers given forth a+ 
bout 1658 and F659, Friends, you are to dothe Nations Buſineſs freely, and 
that is the way to get into the Hearts of People, &c. A notable Stratagem 
to get into the hearts of People: but then ſurely if the Rule of Contra- 
ries have any truth, then the way to take and give gol. per annum for 
Wages, toa Clark, or the like Summ, and to demand 124. for a Certifi- 
cate writing, as W. R. in his 7th. Part of Chriſtian-Quaker, Diſting. &e, 
more hegely manifeſts z and to take 307. for writing a Manuſcript for 
inſtrufting of Children, and all this by the ſame Clark, Y;z. E. H. which 
a Prieſt would have done as much for twenty ſhillings, is nat a doing the 
Nations Buſineſs freely, and conſequently will lead you out of the Hearts 
of People as faſt as ever you crept mtotheir hearts, by pretending t6 do 
all freely» Oh Deceit and Hippocriſy ! But G.F. his name muſt thus be 
ſet to the Primmer, Yiz. G. yea, ſingle G, to EF. H. and yet they con- 
demn the ſame in F. P. Thus is G,F. his ſingularity and their Partiality 
dearly manifeſted, But to return to make ſome little obſervation upon 
this hot headed Lawyer T. R's lying Letter, the which I am able to prove 
fo inany Courts of Record ; and am very willing to it when he pleaſes, 
fo long as G.W. is not a Judge inthofe Proteſtant Courts; but if he were, 
I had then beſt have a Care what I ſay of this their Oracle of Law. T. R.

It is a common Engliſh Right and Maxim in the Law, That no one is 
bound to betray himſelf.

But yet I muſt need tell thee, it 
would be very diſ-ingenious ( as well as a fin againſt the Law ) for any two 
or three mento give quta Perſwalive Letter or Epiſtle to have a Company 
of poor filly Countrymen meer them at ſuch a Neighbours Cloſe, to cut 
down his Palecs, &c. And when they are in the miult of their work, the 
Conſtable and other Officers, being within their view, coming in order to 
ſecure them, then for theſe Men who by their Epiſtle thus exhorted them 
to come up to this Aſſembly, and to be bold and yalliant, and not fearfy} 
and Cowardly, like a few underly Profeſſors ; I ſay, for theſe to take their 
heels and run away, and leave theſe poor men to ſuffer both for themſelves, 
and alſo for the Exhorters and Incouragers to this Mecting, &c. is very 
diſingenious, and ſo unmanly, as that the very Highway-men of. times wil! 
ſcorn ſuch ſneakiing doings, but will rather fight for their Company to the 
hazard of their Lives, than to leaye them thus in danger. And ſoI ſhould 
like it better in thoſe RYOT TAS, to ſtand their ground, and ſay ( being 
taken by the Conſtables and nformers) N:ighbours, as for theſe poor 
men we muſt confeſs, we wrote to them in the year 1675, from our Yearly 
Meeting at London, and ſigned i by our truſty and well-beloved G. I. 
and divers others, whereby we incouraged them, and bad them not to be 
like the Worldly, Fearful and Politick Profeſſors, who dare ſcarce venture 
into ſuch an Aﬀeay or.Ryor as this is, and in a great meaſure *tis through 
our means by appointing Time and Place ( ſee a Letter to me, the 25th; 
of the 11th. Mo. 1675. ſent by F. H. already incerted for a Preſident.) 
and exhortiug them to come and fear no danger, are theſe poor ſilly men 
inſoared ; Pray deal kindly by them, and at moſt let them bear but their 
own Burthens, as for our ſelves, the Authors of this Ryoc ( to ſpeak in 
T.. R's ſence ) we will bear our own Penalty, and do not defire ic ſhould 
be laid upon theſe Innocents. I ſay, ifthe Ryoters ſhould do otherwiſe, 1 
ſhould blame them. Bur let the Reader know that it is the firſt time that 
our harmleſs Mcecings were ever: compared ro Ryors by our ſelves ; but | 
impute this to the Lawyers wit only in defence of our Rulers Governing,

other evidence of the matter, prints, and expoſes me to be a fraudulent, 
over-reaching man : which { take to be ſcandalous, and do intend further 
to examine the ſame; and this is both againſt the' Law of God, and the 
municipal Laws of my Countrey where I dwell ; and ſuch dealing as theſe 
my bitter and malitious Adverſaries uſe againſt me, the Hearhens would 
be aſhamed of ; the Saints abhor them ; the Praftice of all the Reformed 
Churches condemns them for. The common Law of England relieves all 
that ſuffer Damages by Treſpaſſes committed or done, where there is good 
evidence ; and whereevidence is lacking, as oft times it is in divers Caſes, 
Proviſion is made in the Cort of Chancery, that the Oppreiſed may be re- 
lieved, and the Oppreſſors repelled : but theſe are Puniſhments too too 
flender for this envious man G. W. or elſe they feared, that I had 
much right of my ſide, as that I could have pleaded to their Declaration, 
or replyed to their Bill : but that which renders their Proceedings yet 
more abominable, the matter betwixt S. C. G.S. and my ſelf, was ended 
and finally determined at our Qzarterly-Meeting, the 1jt. of December, 
1680 ; that no more Controverſy ſhould be, &c.

Anſ. 1 find the ſtrength of this ObjeZ#ion is placed, or bottomed upon 
the occaſion that moved S. C. and G.W. to publiſh their Relation or 
Narrative about the Fine; and I do fay, that it was my Book, for until I 
had printed my Book De Chr. Lib. I heard no noiſe of a Narrative, I was 
not called upon the Stage at London : but as ſoon as I perceived their In- 
tent, to revive the ſaid Controverſy, I ſent to S. C. the offer of a new 
Eleftion. Bui that took no place, though I ſent itto G.W. alſo. But
